FRANK, Alta.—There will be .a 
fiftieth anniversary, marked in the 
‘| town of Frank on April 29, but. there 
will be .no joyous note. On the con- 
trary, there will be a sombre flash- 
back to .the great Frank Slidé~ of 
April 29, 1903, when much of the 
then booming Crow's Nest Pass coal 
town .was buried to a depth of 100 
feet in as many seconds. 

The Frank Slide is one of the major 
disasters in Canadian history. The 
,numier of dead has perhaps never 
been positively established; there was 
no means Of counting the toll of life. 
It varies from 66 to 100, perhaps 
more, ‘The property loss was great 
from the blow. and Frank never re- 
covered: In 1903, with its miNes 
working ‘full shift and few. layoffs, 
it visioned a*“Place in the Sun”, 
as did a lot of western towns in the 
roaring days at the turn of the cen- 
ltury, But with. the Slide these hopes 
were grimly wiped out. 

Frank today is’ a quiet little vil- 
lage with most of the homes cluster- 
,ed along the rambling: Main Street, 
beyond the reach of further trouble 
from frowning Turtle Mountain. 
There are those who say Old Turtle 
will again strike, but you rarely hear 
this talk in Frank. 

It happened at 4:10 in the morn- 
ing 50 years ago April 29. The giant 
overhanging front of Turtle Moun- 
tain suddenly gave way, hurling a 
flood of limestone down on the sleep- 
ing town and destroying it.

A generation ago, 80% of the] 


teachers were single women, but 
in Alberta today only 28% of the 
teachers are single women. This is 
so remarkable a shift of emphasis 
that it constitutes almost a miracle. 
Does it’ mean that women are leav- 
ing the profession? No. On the con- 
trary it is fashionable today for the 
glamorous ‘school teacher — and 
what school teacher nowadays is 
not glamorous — to enter matri- 
mony’ while remaining in the teach- 
ing profession. In at least one large 
Canadian city the school board has 
an arrangement whereby married 
women may ‘be granted extended 
maternity leave on request. It is re- 
ported, that their pupils hail their 
return with delight and rush to 
show them the progress that +has 
been made in school in the interval. 


Statistics recently released from 
Ottawa indicate that there will be 
a sharp increase-in the school pop- 
ulation all over Canada in the next 
ten years, particularly in the west- 
ern provinces, Alberta, Manitoba

SPRING CLEANING HINTS © 


Floors: Cleaning your floors. and. 
floor coverings does not mean dras- 
tic, backe breaking work. Indeed, , 
finishes may suffer more from de- 
termined scrubbings with. harsh 
soaps than from ordinary wear. Use 
mild soaps or syhthetic detergents, 
and several good washings a year, 


Furniture: To .remove a general 
film of dirt, adhering to, wooden 
furniture wash with a damp cloth 
wrung from warm water contain- 
ing a detergent. Wash only small 
areas at a time and use a lint-less 
cloth. Rinse immediately, with a 
cloth..wrung in’ clear- water. Dry 
with a soft lintless cloth; and after 
the entire surface is ‘completely 
dried, apply a good furniture wax 
or polish, Buff. Never use a com- 
bination of wax and oil-'since oil 
softens! wax. This causes the sur- 
face to become smeary and sticky, ° 


Walls: On - painted walls. and 
woodwork use a’ neutral’ Soap, a 
synthetic detefgent, a commercial . 
cleaner or this liquid cleaner (14 
oz. of trisodium phosphate dissolv- 
ed in 2 gallons of water). If it is 
necessary to remove.stubborn ‘spots 
by scouring, avoid -coarse scouring 
powders sincé they will roughen : 
the surface arid cause the walls to . 


.soil faster and become harder, to 


clean. Use finely powdered whit- 
ing which is available from hard- 
ware stores. 


Children’s wax crayon marks, as 
well as grease spots‘ can be re- 
moved’ from wallpaper with a mix- 
ture of cornstarch and carbon tet- ° 
rachloride or some other cleaning 
fluid that removes grease. First re- 
move. as much of the, crayon. as* 
possible, by sofaping carefully with 
the blunt edge of a‘ Knife.

BARLEY SEEDING RESULTS 


Of our grain crops, barley is the 
most sensitive to depth of. seeding. 
This statement is born out by an 
experiment conducted in Manitoba, 
In the experiment all-other condi- 
tions being equal, barley seedéd at 
one inch depth yielded 46.7 bus. 
per acre, that of 2 inch depth yield- 
ed 43.9 bus., and at 3 inch depth 
yielded 36.1 bushels per acre. Al- 
though seed should ‘be placed, down 
to moisture, this should be done at 
shallowest depth possible. Barley 
is increasing in popularity as it has 
a few worthwhile advantages. In: 
general it is earlier than our other 
grain ¢rops, thus. you can : delay 
seeding and effect“ weed ‘control, 
particularly for purposes of wild 
oats. It is a good yielder and-in this 
respect in pounds per’ acre it gen- 
erally out yields other.crops. It’s a 
versatile ‘crop, that is, it is’ useful 
as feed and makes a good: case 
cigs. ae 


DON’T OVERGRAZE PASTURE 
Overgrazed pastures are a liabil- 
ity of the farmer. Under such con- 
ditions weeds generally takp-.over 
and result is that the production of 
grass is greatly ‘reduced which in 
turn effects the gains or milk pro- 
duction in your, herd. If you are 
troubled with overgrazing, then 
first reduce the numberof animals

New Wheat 


Seed For Fall 
Distribution 


OTTAWA. — The agriculture 
department may have _ about 
100,000 bushels of a new wheat 
variety — developed to resist 
Race 15-B rust—ready for dis-, 
tribution as seed next fall. 

‘Dr. C. H, Goulden; head of the de- 
partment’s cereals division, said in 
an interview that the new variety, 
developed after years .of combined 
scientific effort, will come up for li- 
censing this summer, 

The ‘department itself ~ decides 
which varieties will be licensed for 
distribution and it appeared likely, 
said Dr, Goulden,. that the new va- 
riety will be approved in time for fall 
distribution. 

_ “The seed likely will be handed 
out on a_ first-come, 
basis,’ he said, but hé didn’t know 
whe her there will be sufficient to’ 
meet all requests, 

Agriculture Minister Gardiner an- 
nounced development of the seed re- 
cently. He told the Commons the 
department has about 6,000 bushels 
of the new variety which is being 
sown this year on federally-control- 
led-land, including the Bow river ir- 
rigation project in Alberta.: 

“It is not licensed yet because we 
have not completely proven the bak- 
ing\ value of it, although we think 
it has a baking yalue which is just 
about as good as any other: wheat,” 
Mr. Gardiner’ said. 


But because of the great threat 


of Race 15-B rust, which spread to]. 


Canada from the United States, the 
department was going ahead with 
planting to have! a’ “considerable 
amount of the py “for distribution 
at the end of the season.” 

Race 15-B is one of about’ 100 dif- 
ferent types of .rust, said Dr. Goul- 
den, amplifying Mr. Gardiner’s« re- 
marks, It was spread from the U.S. 
by airborne spores and hit Canada’s 
high-priced durum wheat, The fungus 
' germinates on the stem, evaporates 
the plant’s water and witheng the 
stalk. \ 

The U.S. has lost millions of dol- 
lars of grain through this rust and 
Canadian scientists decided as far 
back as 1938 to use all. means to pre- 
vent that from happening in Canada. 


Most of the damage so far has been| 


in. Manitoba. 

A group of scientists in the depart- 
ment’s Winnipeg lahoratories found 
a wheat variety resistant to this rust 
and crossed it with high-quality 
wheat, ; 

Batches of the new variety wheat 

were sent to California for ‘year- 
round planting. and quick reproduc- 
tion, From the California plantings 
the department now has about 6,000 
bushels of the wheat for sowing on 
Canada’s Prairies, About 6,000 acres 
are being sown this spring. 
'-Dr,. Goulden. said that while the 
baking value of the new variety has 
not’ yet been established, tests will 
continue and he is confident the va- 
riety will pass the baking tests. sate 
isfactorily. 

The new wheat still has no name. 
It goes under the label: of “CT-186”", 
It will get a name, said Dr. Goulden, 
when the Ji¢ence is granted.
